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Ben Cruachan is a lofty and rugged peak on the 
southern shores of Loch Etive. The eastern peak reaches 
a maximum height of 3,689 feet, the western peak being 
some 70 feet less. Loch Etive is an arm of the sea running 
into the Firth of Lome, the shores affording some of 
the grandest and most diversified scenery in the Western 
Highlands. 
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
